Gipsy Smith said, “If we are ever 
to beat the Devil, we must beat 
him with the cradle.” How true, 
and since the hand that rocks the 
cradle is the hand of Motherhood, 
therefore mothers hold in their 
hands the supreme opportunity of 
moving the world for God. 

And there is a sense in which 
this modern day is a Mother’s Day, 
for the world is waking up to see 
the potentialities of Motherhood, 
and to realize the influence of the 
home on the life of a-child. 

Lord Shaftesbury said, “Give me 
a generation of Christian mothers, 
and I will undertake to change the 
face of English society in twelve 
months.” 

History abounds with instances 
of mothers who have used this 
God-given influence for God.

Jerry MacAuley said that in con- 
nection with his great rescue mis- 
sion work. in New York he found 
that nearly every case of genuine 
conversion had behind it the 
prayers of a Christian mother. 

At a Ministerial Conference each 
minister was asked to state what 
human instrumentality had ‘led to 
his conversion. Each made his 
staternent, and of 120 present, 
about one hundred of them owed 
their conversion to the influence of 
their mothers.

1900, when she was the mother 
of five children and when I was 
hardly six years old, she went to 
Heaven.

But how happy she was! I re- 
member how we children used to 
gather around Mother as she got 
out the songbook &nd sang the 
songs of the Lord and we chimed 
in. She never seemed nonplussed. 
She was a country school teach- 
er before she -married. She had 
a thirst for learning. She, had a 
love for beautiful things. She had 
a wide circle of friends. I first 
thought that my exalted impres- 
sion of her attractiveness and 
charm and good sense was the 
natural biased opinion of a son 
for his mother, but I found that 
my mother’s sisters adored her, 
and many of her friends who 
talked to me about her spoke 
with a reverence akin to awe. 
Her sigter, after I was a grown 
man, said to me, “She was the 
most intelligent woman and the 
best Christian I ever. knew.” 

When I was twenty-five years 


the labor customary with mothers 
in large but poor families of that 
era.

She 
baked her own bread. The cellar 
shelves were lined with jars of 
preserves and jellies which she 
made.

}McLaughlin, in Amarillo, Texas, 


she showed me a letter from my 
mother_written when I was near- 
ly five years old. My mother wrote 
about how beautiful was the baby, 
how the baby could sit alone, 
what help Gertrude was, of how 
quiet and_ self-possessed -Ruth 
was, and how George was into 
mischief from morning till night! 
And then she said, “Now let me 
tell you about my preacher boy!” 
She had already talked about all 
the other children and I was the 
only one left. 

I asked Aunt Essie, “Did 
call me her preacher boy?” 

“She never called you anything 
else,” said Aunt Essie: “You were 
always to be a preacher.” 

Soon thereaftes I was in my 
father’s home and I told him the 
story of the letter and how Moth- 


she 


er had called me her preacher 
boy. I said, “Tell me about it, 
Dad.” 


He replied that when I was 
born Mama was so happy because 
the baby was a boy, and now she 
could rear a man to preach the 
Gospel. He told me how together 
they gave me to God in a holy 
prayer of dedication, when I was 
born. 

“Why didn’t-you tell me about 
it before?” I asked. “I have wast- 
ed so much time!” 

He replied, “I wanted God to 
tell you about it.” 

The thing pressed hard on my 
heart. I remembered how, when 
I was four years old and when 
people said to me, “Sonny, what 
is your name?” I had been taught 
to answer, “John, the Baptist 
preacher!”’ 

I.was deeply impressed when in 
an old Bible of my father’s I 
found deeply underlined the words 
of Zacharias about his baby boy 
sent from God to be the -fore- 
runner of the Saviour, “His name 
is John.” I began to see now why 
I could never be happy except in 
winning souls, and how all my 
friends had expected me to preach 
the Gospel. Dr. Ward, president 
of Decatur College, told me that 
he had known I was called to 
preach long before I knew it., Dr. 
J. B. Tidwell, professor of Bible 
in Baylor University, told my 
sweetheart, <“‘Anybody who does 
not want to marry-a preacher had 
better not marry John Rice.” 

What my mother had given to 
God, I dared not to withhold. So, 
while doing graduate work in the 
University of Chicago, one night 
as I visited- Pacific Garden Mis- 
sion to do personal soul-winning 
work, and to sing, I laid my life 
on the altar completely to preach 
the Gospel. 

I remember well when my 
mother went to Heaven. We chil- 
dren were playing with a little 
red wagon and the dolls in. the 
ravine near the farmhouse of 
Uncle Tom and Aunt Nannie, 
near Red River in Cooke County, 
Texas. Cousin Georgia came to 
tell us to hurry to the house. 
My father, Uncle Tom, Aunt Nan- 
nie, Cousin Georgia, Cousin Sam, 
and other loved ones were gath- 
ered around my mother’s bed, and 
she was praising the. Lord and 
making -everybody promise_ to 
meet her in Heaven. She asked 
my cousin to sing, “How Firm a 
Foundation,” and as it was played 
on the little cottage organ and 
sung with trembling voice, my 
mother clapped her hands and 
praised thé Lord. 

Then she lifted up her hands 
and, looking up into the presence 
of God, said, “I can see Jesus and 
my baby now!” And Mother 
closed her eyes and her hands 
fell across her bosom and she fell 
asleep! : 

She went to be with the Lord 
in late 1900. In the nearly sixty 
heavy years that have’ gone 
by, I have never ceased to miss 
her, nor failed to thank God for 
her! Only eternity can tell her 
influence on her children. 

So on Mother’s Day I will wear 
a white rose in loving memory 
of my mother and in glad antici- 
pation of seeing her again. And 
the best I can hope for the reader 
is that you had a mother as de- 
voted and holy and good as mine, 
and that we, like such godly 
mothers, rear our children wholly 
for Christ. 

There is no sanctity simply in 
being a mother. A cow or a sow 
may be a mother.

All they 
needed to do was gather and pre- 
pare the manna for eating. The 
true anti-type of the wilderness 
manna is the Lord Jesus Christ. 
If the reader has any doubt that 
the manna is a type of Christ, 
the doubt will easily be settled by 
reading the sixth chapter of John, 
verses 
first at 


The Manna 


The manna came down from 
Heaven, “The bread of God is he 
which cometh down from heaven” 
(John 6:33). Manna came out of 
the sky whence comes the rain. 
“Behold I will raim bread ‘from 
heaven for you” (Exod. 16:4). But 
our Lord Jesus came out of the 
Heaven, the eternal afid blessed 
abode of God. We might truly 
say that manna came by gravita- 
tion, but Christ came by Incarna- 
tion. We have the truth set forth 
in. such Scriptures as Philippians, 
chapter 2, where He is set forth 
as equal with God, yet He emptied 
Himself and was found in fashion 
as a man. But John 1 and 14 de- 
clare that the Word was God, 
and the Word became flesh. and 
dwelt among us. 

The manna came in a miracu- 
lous way. So Christ came into the 
world in a supernatural birth. 
“The Holy Ghost shall come up- 
on thee, and the power of the 
Highest shall” overshadow thee; 
therefore also that holy thing 
which shall be born of thee shall 
be ealled the Son of God” (Luke 
1:35), declared the angel unto 
the virgin named Mary, and when 
He was born, they called His 
name Immanuei, which means 
“God with us.”

be understood, so many questions 
that may be asked that cannot be 
answered. The very word “manna”’ 
means, “What is it?” When the 
Israelites went out and looked up- 
on the manna as it lay around 
about the camp, they said “Man- 
hu?” “What is it?” 

So when our Lord was here, 
men said, “Who is this?” “What 
manner of man is this?” He is 
infinite, and we are finite, and be- 
cause of this there is much about 
Him that we cannot understand. 
A child can ask questions about 
Him which the wisest men cannot 
answer. While Israel could not 
solve all the mysteries connected 
with the manna, all they needed 
to do was to partake of it to be 
sustained thereby. There are 
many things about the Lord which 
our minds cannot grasp, yet even 
a child will be saved if he only 


receives Christ by faith (John 
1:12). 

The manna is described as be- 
ing small, round, white, and 


sweet. Its smallness brings to us 
the thought of His humility, and 
the place of lowliness to which He 
came. He was the eternal God, 
yet He made Himself of no repu- 
tation. He was born in a stall and 
cradled in a manger, His—home 
was one of poverty. He was 
known not as a King’s Son, but as 
a carpenter’s. He was despised 
and rejected of men. 

Its roundness brings to us the 
thought of His deity. All of the 
heavenly bodies are round 
(spherical), so He is the Heaven- 
ly One. He came to take the low- 
est place, but we must remember 
that He was the ¢ternal God. Nay, 
not was—is—the eternal God, the 
One “in whom dwelleth all the 
fullness of the Godhead in a 
body.” We see His eternity in the 
roundness of the manna, for a 
round thing is emblematic of eter- 
nity. It has no beginning and no 
end. 

Its whiteness brings to us the 
thought of His purity and holi- 
ness. The manna was as white as 
the hoar frost and lay unsullied 
in the dew drops in the sand of 
the desert. Jesus Christ was in 
the world, walking in the midst 


of defilement and sin. Yet, from 
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How we have rejoiced in the 
spring sunshine and green grass!

Be Prepared 


The best accomplishments in 
life are achieved through prepara- 
tion. Col. Earl H. (Red) Blaik, 
who spent a quarter of a century 
as head football coach at Dart- 
mouth and Army, summed up his 
career with the words: “I never 
believed in football that the 
bounce of the ball determined the 
overall outcome. It’s what is done 
in preparation. These things are 
the essence of success... .” 

That has always been true! No 
preagher is worth his salt who 
does not take time for prepara- 
tion. Neither is a Sunday School 
teacher or a youth director. An 
unprepared song leader can kill 
a service; sO can an unprepared 
missionary leader. 

But why should the leaders in 
our churches be the only ones 
who are required to be prepared? 
Should not the congregations, the 
students, the young people, And 
all others prepare their hedafts and 
minds to receive the Word of 
God? There is a preparation for 
listening that is ignored and for- 
gotten in our hurly-burly, jazzed- 
up age. 

“Be prepared” is another form 
of expressing what Paul instruct- 
ed the preacher when he said, 
“Be instant im season, out of sea- 
son” (II Tim. 4:2). His instruc- 
tions to all Christians in general 
teach the same truth: “See then 
that ye walk circumspectly, not 
as fools, but as wise, Redeeming 
the time, because the days are 
evil” (Eph. 5/15, 16).

Movieland’s next big religious 
spectacular is going to be a four- 
and-a-half hour long film entitled, 
“The Son of God.” Like DeMille’s 
spectacular of thirty-three years 
ago, “The King of Kings,” it will 
deal with the life of Christ. The 
film is to have a cast of 50,000 
which will include 150 principal 
parts filled by 100 Hollywood 
stars. Although the picture will 
cost $30,000,000 to produce, the 
promoters expect to reap a 
$150,000,000 harvest in return. 

Hollywood plans to let the 
Church scrape up the customers 
and hopes to entice every Chris- 
tian congregation in North Ameri- 
ca into selling tickets for $5 each. 
The regular ticket price for the 
movie will be from $6.50 to $10. 
Already a number of outstanding 
clergymen have jumped on the 
bandwagon for the film, including 
Norman Vincent Peale, Billy Gra- 
ham, Dr. William C. Martin, a 
Methodist bishop and an ex-presi- 
dent of the National Council of 
Churchés of Christ in America, 
and. Monsignor Broderick, secre- 
tary to Cardinal Spellman. 


Another religious spectacular 
which has recently been released 
for public consumption is “The 
Big .Fisherman.” An idea of what 
it is like can be summed up from 
the following sample of the film’s 
advertising: ‘“Woward Keel as Si- 
mon Peter, a two-fisted Galilean 
who was a Man among men in a 
turbulent area.” 

Newsweek said of the film: 
“The acting is properly atrocious, 
the settings magnificently taste- 
less, the dialogue a splendid re- 
fresher course in the use of the 
cliché, and the production a study 
in minor technical errors 
This is ... three seemingly inter- 
minable hours (including intermis- 
sion) of gaudy spectacle and

The whole thing was filmed in the 
San Fernando Valley and will al- 
most certainly seli like fishcakes, 
since the combination of religion 
and sex, as De Mille discovered, is 
unbeatable box-office bait.

the cradle: to the cross His path 
was unsullied. He was holy, harm- 
less, and undefiled, with a life 
that was, as white as were His 
garments on the Mount of Trans- 
figuration. 


Its sweetmess brings to us the 
thought of the joy, the peace, and 
the satisfaction that can come 
only through Him. When He was 
born, the angel of the Lord said 
to the shepherds, “I «bring you 
good tidings of great joy, which 
shall be to all people. For unto 
you is born this day in the city 
of David a Saviour, which is Christ 
the Lord,” and the Heavenly host 
said, “Glory to God in the high- 
est, and on earth peace toward 
men of good will.” “O, come and 
taste and see that the Lord is 
good.” After Him, there should 
be little desire for the onions and 
the garlic of Egypt. 

The manna came to Israel in 
the dew drops. We believe that 
the dew may be typical of the 
Holy Spirit. A part of Isaac's 
blessing upon Jacob was: “God 
give thee of the dew of Heaven” 
(Gen. 27:28). The dew is here 
said to be.one of the gifts of God. 
As the dew is one of the gifts of 
God’s provision, so the Spirit is 
the perfect gift of His grace. It 
is the Spirit of God which brings 
to every believing sinner not only 
the message of the Gospel of 
Christ, but Christ Himself, who 
dwells in us, the hope of glory. 
We desire to go on and show that 
in the manna we have 


The Gospel Foreshadowed 


Possibly the death and _ the 
resurrection of our Lord is not 
so easily discerned here as _ in 
many of the Old Testament sha- 
dows of the cross, and yet we 
believe that it is set forth. 

The.manna came in the night 
time. So our Lord Jesus Christ 
came in the world’s night of sin, 
when even God's elect were given 
over wholly to formalism and 
ritualism without a heart for God. 
It was a day when God's chosen 
were declared by the Lord to be 
of their father, the Devil. In this 
dark night of sin there shone the 
star which led to the world’s 
Saviour. 

The manna was given by God 
(John 6:32). “My Father giveth 
you the true bread from heaven.” 
John 3:16, “For God so loved the 
world that he gave his only be- 
gotten Son, that whosoever be- 
lieveth on him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life.’”’ We sel- 
dom stop to think of what it 
means when it says that God gave 
His Son. We believe that it means 
that He gave up His Son into 
the hands of: justice to suffer in 
our stead. We believe that just 
as a condemned criminal is de- 


livered into the hands of the exe- 


cutioner to be put to death for 
his crime, so our Lord was deliv- 
ered into the hands of the exe- 
cutioners to suffer death for our 
sins. 

The sufferings of Christ are 
most certainly foreshadowed in 
Numbers 11:8, when we are told 
that the manna was gathered and 
ground in mills; or beaten in a 
mortar, and baked in pans. The 
grinding, the beating, the baking, 
all speak of suffering. When our 
Lord was nailed to the cross, He 
was ground between the mill- 
stones of God's wrath. He was 
smitten and afflicted of God. 
When the manna was baked, it 
was exposed to the action of the 
fire, and the fire speaks of the 
wrath of God. When He was on 
the cross, He suffered under the 
downsweep of that wrath. 

This is what He referred to in 
His great discourse on bread in 
the sixth chapter of gohn where 
He said, “And the bread that I 
will give is my flesh, which I will 
give for the life of the world” 
(John 6:51). The Saviour is here 
speaking of the atonement for 
sin to be effected by His death 
for the life of the world. ‘For’ 
denotes the ransom price which 
the Redeemer would give. Christ 
died for. the ungodly. His flesh 
was free from the claims of death 
because it was sinless flesh. 

Yet that flesh became bread for 
us through sacrifice. Bread means 
wheat ground, mixed with water, 
with the corruption of leaven add- 
ed, and the whole exposed to the 
fire until by the fire the action 
of the leaven is checked. As we 
have said, the grinding speaks of 


His suffering; the corruption of 
leaven speaks of the leaven of our 
sins which were laid upon Him: 
the water speaks of the Word 
of God. He was the Word of God, 
and sacrificed according to the 
Word of God. The fire speaks of | 
God’s wrath, and He bore that’ 
fiery wrath until expiation for sin 
was fully made. | 

Christ mot only was delivered 
for our sins; He was raised again | 
for our. justification. The Gospel | 
has to do with both death and| 
resurrection. He must be raised | 
from the dead, else He would still | 
be under the power of death and 
utterly unable to deliver us. We 
have a foregleam of the resurrec- 
tion in the fact that manna which 
was once lying on the desert was 
lifted up, placed into a little gold- 
en pot, and then carried into the 
Tabernacle to be laid up in the 
presence of the Lord. Surely this 
indicates our Lord’s resurrection 
and ascension into the presence of 
His God and our God. The gold 
pot speaks of the glory which is 
now His. Our Lord, when here on 
earth, had not where to lay His 
head, but He is now glorified in 
the highest Heaven, and we shall 
some day behold His glory. 

The manna vested upon the 
earth for omly a little time. 
Thirty-three years is but a brief 
space in the light of eternity. Yet 
that little time sufficed for our 
Lord to do the work which the'| 
Father gave Him to do. The mi- 
raculous manna never came to 
the earth before nor since this 
experience in Israel’s history; our 
Lord hath appeared once to put 
away sin by the sacrifice of Him- 
self, 


The True Bread 

The true manna, the real bread | 
of life, is a divine Person, Jesus | 
Christ, who descended from Heav- 
en by Incarnation. The manna 
merely sustained life, but the'| 
Lord Jesus gives life as well. The 
manna could only continue mortal 
life, but the Heavenly Bread gives 
eternal life. He is the Living 
Bread (John 6:51). The manna in| 
the wilderness had no life, but He 
is the Bread of Life (John 6:48). | 
In Eden, life was connected with 
a tree—the Tree of Life—but that 
life was forfeited by sin, and now 
the Bread of Life is come down ' 
from Heaven, not to restore the | 
forfeited life of the flesh, but to 
give a new life in Christ. The 
manna had no power to arrest. 
physical death, but the Living) 
Bread imparts spiritual life. 
Yet this is not all. Our Lord! 
bestows life on both soul and 
body. The saved do not die as the 
wicked. The saved one sleeps or 
rests until the day of resurrec- | 
tion. We should like to call your 
attention to the connection of 
resurrection with the bread in our 
Lord’s discourse inthe = sixth 
chapter of John, and we are sure 
that the time is coming when 
those who now partake of the 
Bread of Life shall literally nev- 
er hunger nor thirst. That is the.

We have the same 
thought brought to us by the 
Lord Jesus Christ when He said, 
“Tf any man eat of this bread, 
he shal! live forever.’””’ What it 
means to eat is also declared in 
the words, “Verily, verily “I say 
unto you, he that believeth -on 
me hath everlasting life’ (John 
6:47 and 51). When you eat, you

The manna was free. It cost 
nothing. It could not be paid for. 
It was the gift of God. Christ is 
God’s gift. Salvation is God's gift, 
for “the gift of God is eternal life 
through Jesus Christ, our Lord.” 

The manna was provided for 
all. It was in reach of all. Of 
course, if a man did not want it, 
he was not compelled to take it, 
but it was there for everyone who 
wanted to gather. If any perished, 
it was his own fault after the 
provision was made. God has made 
provision for all men, for He gave 
His Son for the whole world. If 
any perish, God is not to blame. 
The sacrifice of Calvary is suf- 
ficient to save.all, but it must be 
appropriated before any is saved. 
The manna was mysterious, as we 
have said, and the life of the ‘Is- 
raelite was not sustained because 
he understood the manna, but be- 
cause he appropriated it. The 
same is true concerning Christ 
and the sinner. We will never un- 
derstand the unsearchable riches 
of Christ, but we will now be 
saved if we in simple faith ap- 
propriate Him. 

The manna was a present mat- 
ter. We mean by ‘that, that it 
could be found on!y at God's ap- 
pointed time. “To day is the day 
of salvation.”

After God's great and gracious 
provision of manna, you would 
naturally expect the hearts of 
the Israelites to he filled with 
praise and thanksgiving to Him. 
Yet many despised that gilt 
(Num. 11:6). It is still true to- 
day of our Lord Jesus Christ that 
He ts despised and rejected of 
men. Does your soul loathe Him, 
or do you live through Him, and 
feed upon Him? We need to re- 
member that this Bread of Life 
not only gives, but sustains life as 
well. Through the dew of the 
Holy Spirit He- is brought to us 
for salvation, and through the 
dew of the Holy Spirit He is 
brought to us for sustenance. The 
life which He gives must 
tained. 

No believer can prosper in His 
spiritual life if he neglects the 
Word of God. If man neglects to 
feed his body, his strength will 
soon diminish, and his whole con- 
stitution wil! suffer.

The manna musf be gathered 
daily. Every Christian needs to 
go daily to the Word of God in 
order that through feeding on 


Christ, “as the day, so shall his 
strength be.’

The time to gather the 
manna is in the morning, not from 
the morning editions of the news- 
papers, but from the Word of God. 
Your day will be different if you 
begin it in this way. 


Our closing word is this. The 
end of bread is labor.

He was a guest before at South- 
ern Baptist Seminary at Louis- 
ville. His infamous infidel com- 
mentary is sold in some South- 
ern Baptist bookstores. He is 
not a Bible believer. He is not 
even converted in the Bible sense. 
He is not a Christian—even in 
theory. He is a pagan, an infidel 
in the same sense that Robert 
Ingersoll and Tom Paine were in- 
fidels, that is, denying the essen- 
tials of the Christian faith includ- 
ing the deity of Christ, the virgin 
birth, the blood atonement, the 
bodily resurrection, and the in- 
spiration and infallible accuracy 
of the Bible. 


Those who want to know may 
see for themselves in the book, 
Christian Fact and Modern Doubt. 


As long as Southern Baptist 
leaders have infidels come to lec- 
ture in the seminaries, honest 
Baptists should withhold their 
support from these seminaries. 


The plain command of God is 
given us in II John, verses 9-11: 

“Whosoever transgresseth, and 
abideth not in the doctrine of 
Christ, hath not God. He that 
abideth in the doctrine of Christ, 
he hath both the Father and the 
Son, If there come any unto you, 
and bring not this doctrine, re- 
ceive him not into your house, 
neither bid him God speed: For 
he that biddeth him God speed is 
partaker of his evil deeds.” 

The man who does not abide in 

the doctrine of Christ, that is, in 
the essential doctrine about who 
Jesus Christ is and His atoning 
work, “hath not God,” the Scrip- 
ture says. We are not to receive 
him into our houses, our pulpits, 
our seminaries. We-are not to bid 
him Godspeéd. We are not to sup- 
port him. To do so means to be 
a partaker of his evil deeds! So is 
the clear teaching of the Word of 
God. 
After ten years Dr. Theodore 
Clark has been dismissed from the 
New Orleans Baptist Seminary 
because he denied the deity of 
Christ, the blood atonement and 
that -the Bible is literally God’s 
inspired Word. Dr. Stagg is still 
there. Dr. Rust is still at the 
Seminary at Louisville. 

Southern Baptists and all other 
Christians ought to take very 
much to heart the plain command 
of Jesus Christ to “beware of 
false prophets, which come to you 
in sheep’s clothing, but inwardly 
they are ravening wolves” (Matt. 
7:15). 


|Methodist Church in downtown

“Tt will not, however, be in con- 
nection with any service of wor- 
ship. Ironically enough, it will be 
in a cause the very foundation 
stone of which is atheism. 


“The bishops are the two prime 
drawing cards for a mass meeting 
of the so-called Southern Confer- 
ence Educational Fund, which has 
been cited by the Senate Interna! 
Security subcommittee as a Com- 
munist front organization. 

“An even larger downtown 
Waghington church, Vermont Ave- 
nue Baptist, having innocently 
agreed to have “the meeting there, 
cancelled out when the pastor 
found out what SCEF is, and the 
nature of its backing. 

“Maryland’s' former Governor 
Theodore McKeldin, originally 
part of the program, ran for cov- 
er when he found out. Baseball’s 
Branch Rickey, who broke the 
color line in baseball and thereby 
won the well-justified devotion of 
the Negro race, was originally 
advertised as~ another platform 
celebrity, which aroused my 
doubts because Rickey is a stal- 
wart anti-Communist. 

“I telephoned him and he in- 
formed me that he not only had 
not authorized use of his name, he 
had never even heard of the or- 
ganization. He was incensed at be- 
ing used in connection with the 
promotion of the affair, and dis- 
owned it without qualification. 

“Lest it be argued that the 
Communist connections of SCEF 
are mere technicalities, I have un- 
earthed a few more details in the 
course of my studies: 

“The executive director of the 
organization is one James A. 
Dombrowsky, with . headquarters 
in New Orleans. He denied being 
a Communist but was identified 
as a member of the party by the 
late Paul Crouch, who himself 
was a member and an original 
organizer of the SCEF when it 
operated under the name of the 
Southern Conference for Human 
Welfare. Under the former identi- 
ty it was also cited as a Com- 
munist front operation. 

“The acting organizer of Sun- 
day’s meeting, sent into Washing- 
ton for six weeks to whip up en- 
thusiasm for the event, is one 
Carl Braden, onetime newspaper- 
man from Louisville, Kentucky. 
He was convicted of sedition and 
sentenced to 15 years in prison 
for indulging in a plot with other 
Communists in Louisville to stir 
up racial hatred and ‘unrest 
against the peace and security of 
the Commonwealth of Kentucky. 

“Later, in hearings in Atlanta, 
Georgia, he was asked whether he 
was or ever had been a member 
of the Communist Party and he 
took the First Amendment. He 
was convicted for contempt of 
Congress and is now under one 
year’s sentence in_-the federal 
penitentiary, upheld by the Court 
of Appeals and now on final ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court. 

“Braden’s wife Anne was also 
identified as a member of the 
party. She relates in her book, 
The Wall Between (issued by the 
left-wing publishing house Mar- 
zani and Munsell), that in the 
days when she was first married 
she made it a practice to join 
anything and everything that 
would accept her, and that many 
of the organizations ended up, 
later, on the attorney general’s 
list. 

“The kickoff of the propaganda 
drive in behalf of the upcoming 
Sunday clambake was in the home 
of one Casey Gurewitz in subur- 


ae 


ban ' Washington: Gurewitz has 
been. identified by four individual 
witnesses aS a member of the 
Washington, D. C. cell of the 
Communist Party and a onetime 
party functionary. His wife also 
has been identified as a ' party 
member.

“Behold, there was a dead man 
carried out, the omly son. of his 
mother, and she was a widow:

“The only son of his mother, 
and she was a widow.” That would 
seem to be .the climax of sorrow.

Just 
a few years before she had walked 
along this same road following the 
remains of her husband to the 
grave. Her neighbors would likely 
try to dry her tears by saying her 
boy would grow up to be a good 
man and a comfort to her.

She would work hard to give him 
a chance and he would become a 
tower of strength in her old age. 

And now all these hopes lay 
withered like the flowers upon the 
casket that held the body of her 
only son.

Is there a sorrowing mother 
reading this? God. has a message 
for you. When sorrow is darkest, 
Jesus is nearest. Look at what hap- 
pened: Jesus Christ, the Lord of 
life, halts the procession of death. 
One touch of His hand, one word 
from His lips and lo, he who was 
dead rose up, and Jesus handed 
him back to his mother. 

Bless God for the prophecy con- 
tained in this miracle. It is God's 
message to every Christian mother 
who has sent children home to 
God. The little ones who have 
passed away in childhood are safe 
in the arms of Jesus and will be 
restored to us when we meet the 
Lord. 

We are told that by faith ‘““wom- 
en received their dead raised to life 
again” (Heb. 11:35). When Jesus 
comes—and it may be at any time 
—He will present to us the loved 
ones gone before and we shall be 
reunited in His presence. 

This hope is part of the salva- 
tion which God offers through 
faith in Christ to every father and 
mother bereaved of their children. 
If you have been bereft of one or 
more of your children, make this 
reunion with them the guiding star 
of your life. We read in Scripture,

him: “And Ahab the son of Omri 
did evil in the sight of the Lord 
above all that were before him... 
And Ahab did more to provoke the 
Lord God of Israel to anger than 
all the kings of Israel that were 
before him” (I Kings 16:30, 33). 
Earning for himself the tainted 
distinction of being the wickedest 
monarch in the nation’s history, 
this notorious pawn of Satan ac- 
tually was motivated in moral 
madness only because he was 
“stirred up” (1 Kings 21:25) by the 
incarnation of iniquity whom he 
had taken to wife. Queen Jezebel 
was the true power behind the 
throne in the house of Ahab; she 
was the real ruler of Israel. 


With this understanding of the 
personalities involved, the sordid 
story of lust, murder and theft out- 
lined in I Kings 21 does not seem 
nearly so startling. Here, briefly, is 
what had happened in the chapter 
prior to the account of our text: 


Close by the beautiful palace 
where the king and queen resided 
was a vineyard owned by Naboth 
the Jezreelite. Ahab coveted that 
choice property for his own person- 
al possession, planning to make of 
it “a garden of herbs” (vs. 2). He 
tried, first, to gain it through hon- 
orable means, offering “a better 
- vineyard” or “the worth of it in 


money” (vs. 2), but Naboth rightly | 


refused the proposition since such 
a transaction would be a violation 
of God's clear commands regarding 


inheritance (Lev. 25:23; Num. 36: | (vs. 23). 


7, 9: Ezek. 46:18). 


Naboth’s adament, unyielding 
refusal was followed by Ahab’s 
childish, pouting displeasure, then 
Jezebel’s unprincipled, perverted 
plan for possessing the coveted 
prize. Hurriedly she wrote letters 
in the king’s name to the elders 
and nobles of Naboth’s city, in- 
structing them to proclaim a fast, 
set Naboth on high, then false 


The pleasures of sin are always 
only temporary at best and their 
subsequent thrills fade altogether 
too soon into the vacuum of obliv- 
ion. 

When Ahab arrived to “take pos- 
session’”’ of: the stolen vineyard he 
experienced an unexpected and un- 
wanted surprise. As he walked up 
and down the choice garden, greed- 


ily visualizing in his mind’s eye the

'grape arbors would provide, where 


‘he would plant his leeks, his gar- 
'lics, and his onions, how plentiful

I. The Surprise of Bitterness!

mouth shall be filled with gravel.” 
The beginning of sin is sweet; it 
starts like a gourmet’s delight, 
When you first start sampling sin, 
you want the recipe. Yet the bitter 
truth of the matter is that the 
sweetness is only temporary and 
the flavor ends like that of a mud 
pie—the mouth is “filled with grav- 
el.” 

Did you ever try to eat gravel? 
I remember how one of our chil- 
dren presented a little problem 
along this line. He seemed to have 
been born with the opinion that 
life’s highest goals are achieved in 
eating and he manifested his con- 
victions - at every opportunity. 
Whenever we permitted him to 
play in the yard with his older 
brother, if a mud puddle could be 
found anywhere in the vicinity, he 
was soon seated in the middle of 
the same, using both hands to 
shovel loose mud into his mouth 
with amazing rapidity. We would 
hear the grating,. gritting of the 
gravel on his little teeth as he en- 
deavored to chew up his delicacy 
and we would rush to empty his 
mouth of the mud. Yet even he 
decided, after a few such question- 
able feasts, that gravel does not 
make much of a piece de resis- 
tance. So it is with sin: it may 
start like a king’s delectable dain- 
ty, but it always ends like a com- 
moner’s nauseating dunghill. 

Solomon emphasized this same 
truth in his admonition to young 
people: “Remember now thy Cre- 
ator in the days of thy youth, while 
the evil days come not, nor the 
years draw nigh, when thou shalt 
say, I have ao pleasure in them” 
(Eccles. 12:1). The “no pleasure” 
years always follow the days of 
sinful enjoyment; the “evil days” 
succeed the enchanting ones just 
as surely as dusk follows day. Sin 
never satisfies for long! 

Some time ago a man in Chat- 
ham, Ontario, Canada, had a prob. 
lem. Seventy-six-year-old Charlie 
Dobson's house was just outside 
the city’s garbage collection area 
and he had no.way to satisfactorily 
dispose of his refuse. One day he 
came up with the rather novel idea 
of placing his table scraps; empty 
cans, coffee grounds and other 
waste particles in a small box, 
wrapping the container very at- 
tractively, thenssetting it on the 
shoulder of the road which passed 
his neat little cottage. Watching 
from a hidden vantage point, in the 
process of time Charlie saw an 
automobile coming down the road 
at a high rate of speed. The driver 
suddenly braked his car to a 
screaming stop, jumped out and 
looked both ways, then picked up 
the fancy box, got back into his 
automobile, and drove quickly 
away. The plan worked so well 
that Dobson now does it daily. 

He said, “I have seen many a 

car stop, pick up the box and high- 
tail it down the road and I haven't 
had a box returned yet!” One can 
well imagine the surprise of those 
who steal the boxes, only to open 
them and discover that their lar- 
ceny has merely gained them gift- 
wrapped garbage! In a kindred 
manner, this is what the sinner dis- 
covers, to his great surprise, after 
he has stolen the forbidden fruit 
of sin. Oh, what senseless folly: 
eating the Devil’s slop! 

Another illustration of some- 
thing starting sweet and ending 
_bitter was seen in Elizabeth, New 
Jersey, when a woman entered a 
‘tailor shop and explained to the 
owner that she had torn her skirt. 

He agreed to mend it and after he 
had done so she threw her arms 
gratefully around him, giving him 
an appropriate hug of appreciation 
and thanksgiving. 

How sweet was that squeeze! 
The nearness of the lovely lady, 
the fragrance of her alluring per- 
fume, the touch of her soft body 
|against his, all were found to be 
mighty thrilling by the eager tai- 
lor. However, the bewitching fas-

out cf the car and walked up to 
the door, he explained, “I don't 
know what we-will face here. Two 
of our women called at this home 
a few weeks ago and the lady very 
rudely said to them, ‘My husband 
and I just don’t believe,’ and closed 
the door in their faces-”’ 


But when we rang the bell, in- 
stead of being greeted by a bellig- 
erant, hostile woman, we found a 
red-eyed lady who exclaimed, “Oh, 
I am so glad to see you! Won't you 
please come in! I was just on my 
knees praying and crying to God!” 

What changed this lady from a 
rude unbeliever to a broken-heart- 
ed penitent? Her once happy home 
of twenty-odd years standing was 
being broken through sin! Yes, sin 
is a rough, cruel taskmaster and 
when sinners discover the truth of 
its hideous, heinous reality, they 
are much more receptive to the 
tender invitation of a loving God. 

The poet, Paul Lawrence Dun- 
bar, was describing the surprise of 
Sin’s bitterness when he wrote: 


This is the price | pay— 
Just for one riotous day— 
Years of regret and of grief, 
And sorrow without relief. 


Suffer it | will, my friend, 
Suffer it until the end, 
Until the grave shall give relief. 


Small was the thing | bought, 
Small was the thing at best, 
Small was the debt, | thought, 
Bui, 0 God!—the interest, 


Always remember that the Dev- 
il’s song is sure to ehd on a sour 
note. Its grand finale invariably is 
without harmony and off-key. 
Whereas Satan widely and boast- 
fully advertises ‘“‘the sweetest mu- 
sic this side of Heaven,” the sinner 
sadly finds it to be the very music 
of Hell. Proverbs 23:8 describes 
the bitterness of sin finding out a 
sinner who has swallowed the “eat, 


the world: “The morsel which thou 
hast eaten shalt thou vomit up, 
and lose thy sweet words.”’ 

Many an individual has listened 
to Satan’s lies and sincerely be- 
lieved wrong-doing would bring 
him some big advantage, only to 
discover sadly, too late, that it pro- 
duced only tremendous disadvan- 
tage. 

Not long ago a young soldier 
named Gary McCall, just dis- 
charged from Fort Sheridan and 
on his way home to Comertown, 
Montana, arrived at Chicago's 
North Western Station. Striking 
up an acquaintance during his lay- 
over with a friendly stranger about 
twenty-three years old, they had 
just started out to “see the town” 
when they met a third man.

Ekko Vincent, walked into a Los 
Angeles divorce court and ended 
their marriage of sixteen years, 
charging Vincent with “cruelty” 
and requesting her share of‘ com- 
munity property valued at $200.- 
000, plus an additional $600 per 
month alimony. 

Probably many reading these 
lines have. rocked with riotous 
mirth over the rib-splitting antics 
of the cdOmic strip moppet, “Dennis 
the Menace.”

The prodigal son is still another 
illustration of sin’s sadness. He 


went into the far country on the’ 


theory that he would really be liv- 
ing and there he “wasted his sub- 
stance with riotous” dissipation. 
However, after the “all” was spent 
the famine began and the now- 
miserable prodigal wound up feed- 
ing the hogs of a native, desiring 
to eat the husks they ate, but “no 
man gave unto him.” He dropped 
fast from riotous living to perish- 
ing with hunger—the ~normal 
course of sin. 

Everyone who plays with evil 
eventually finds he has played the 
fool; just as did a sixteen-year-old 
boy in Taunton, Massachusetts. 
The lad climbed a forty-foot high 
tension tower near his home on a 
dare and in the process of so doing 
came in contact with a 13,000-volt 
wire, burning both legs so severely 
doctors said it would be necessary 
to amputate them. An off-duty pa- 
trolman saw him dangling from a 
cross-arm and rushed to phone the 
utility company and have them 
shut off the power. The combined 
efforts of police and electrical 
workers eventually got him from 
his high perch by means of a sling.

II. The Surprise of Slavery!

|prise when the sinner sadly dis- 
covers that his sweet cup of iniqui- 
ty has suddenly turned sour, there 
is the surprise of waking up to 
find himself the slave of that 
same innocent-appearing sin. This 
Slavery is described with the 
words of Proverbs 5:22, 23: “His 
iniquities shall take the wicked 
himself, and he shall be holden 
with the cords of his sin. He shall 
die without instruction: and in 
the greatness of his folly he shall 
'go astray.” The wicked suddenly 
find themselves trapped by their 
own iniquities; they discover, too 
late, that they are being held 
with the chains of their own sin. 

The Scripture has much to say 
_ about the bondage of sin. Proverbs 
|29:6 puts it this way, “In the 
transgression of an evil man there 
is a snare... .” Ecclesiastes 9:12, 
While not’ specifically talking 
about sin, still describes the ef- 
fect of sin: “For man also know- 
eth not his time: as the fishes 
that are taken in an evil net, and 
as the birds that are caught in 
the snare; so are the sons of men 
snared in an evil time, when it 
falleth suddenly upon them.” 

There is always a barbed hook 
in the Devil’s bait. Sometimes he 
uses .mighty attractive and shiny 
lures but the inevitable hook 
makes it utter folly to strike. 
Usually the bait completely hides 
the hook, but it is there nonethe- 
less, aS any poor caught fish could 
tell you. For your own welfare, 
always remember that whenever 
any individual goes after the 
Devil’s bait he is sure to end up 
hooked. 

Christ was describing this slav- 
ery of sin when He said, in John 
8:34, “Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, Whosoever committeth sin 
is the servant of sin.’ Usually the 
pattern of sin is to start with an 
insignificant beginning and then 
become powerful almost over- 
night, trapping its victims in a 
vicious vassalage far worse than 
any medieval feudal system any 
devilish inspired mind ever con- 
ceived.

him a large cucumber lodged with- 
in a narrow-necked bottle. For the 
life of him he could not figure how 
his friend got the big cueumbe! 
into the bott!e with the smail 
opening. Since the cucumber was 
many times the size of the bottle 
neck, even greasing the opening o1 
creating a vacuum could not have 
accomplished the job. It remained 
a mystery to him for several years 
and -then one day, walking 
through a cucumber patch, he saw 
several tiny cucumbers growing in- 
side narrow-necked bottles. Then 
he realized what had happened: 
the cucumber had not been put in- 
to the bottle, it had grown inside, 
and breaking the bottle would be 
the only possible way of releasing 
it from its glass prison; It was 
a lesson he never forgot and he 
saw truly for the first time in his 
life why men become such suffer- 
ing slaves to vile and _ vicious 
habits: they allow those habits, 
when little, to grow inside and 
nothing but the smashing of their 
wills can free them. Sin enslaves! 


Paul spoke of this servitude 
while writing to Timothy about 
the necessity of repentance, add- 
ing, “that they may recover them- 
selves out of the snare of the 
devil, who are taken captive by 
him at his will” (II Tim. 2:26). 
There are multitudes of men, 
women and young people in this 
wicked-weary world today who 
dre in the snare of Satan, taken 
captive by him at his slightest 
whim. When the Devil says 
“frog,” they jump! Satan is the 
master; they are merely slaves. 


Peter wrote of this. slavery 
when he described individuals who 
“cannot cease from sin” (II Pet. 
2:14). This explains the language 
of Proverbs 23:35, where, after 
being made a fool by sin, the sin- 


grave 


ner says, “I will seek it yet 
again.” 
It is important to remember 


that sin’s slavery knows no re- 
spect of personage. The rich, the 
wise, the strong, and the talent- 
ed become enslaved just as surely 
and easily as the poor, the ignor- 
ant, and the weak. 

Upton Sinclair conclusively 
proves this about alcohol in his 
volume of tragedies, The Cup of 
Fury. Hebrews 3:13 warns, “But 
exhort one another daily, while 
it is called To day; lest any of 
you be hardened through the de- 
ceitfulness of sin.” Notice the 
words, “lest any of you.” 


Hast thou found me, O mine ene- 
my ? 
I have found thee ... in slavery! 
The statement in Hebrews 3:13 
brings up another unanticipated 
consequence of sin, namely, 


III. The Surprise of Hardness 
of Heart! 


The sinner’s heart always be- 
comes hardened gradually. It is 
never a Sudden thing; it is a long, 
slow process of evolution so subtle 
the sinner usually does not real- 
ize it is happening. Then one day 
he suddenly awakens with sur- 
prise to discover that his emotions 
are no longer soft and tender or 
his heart responsive to the glad 
gospel preaching. Probably if peo- 
ple could realize that their hearts 
were becoming hard they would 
be shocked and would endeavor to 
prevent it, but sin’s subtle way of 
deceiving makes them unaware of 
the tragedy. 

Some time ago, when the Piano 
Technicians Guild, Inc., was hold- 
ing its first annual convention at 
New York City, a news reporter 


asked one of the delegates about! he no doubt would have been ter- 


his work. Confessing that the pro- 
fession had ruined his apprecia- 
tion of good music, he lamented 
that piano tuning had taught him 
to listen for vibrating waves in- 
stead of musical sounds, Explain- 
ing that modern piano tuners use 
this “equal tempered” way of tun- 
ing instruments to precise vibra- 
tions, the technician said, “I don't 
hear the musical note, I hear the 
vibrations that it creates. When a 
church bell rings, I hear vibra- 
tions that shake the furniture. 
It’s terrible!” 


In a comparative but far more 
pitiful fashion, sin ruins the ear 
of the soul for any appreciation 
of the spiritual music of God and 
His Word. The melodies of divine 
grace sound like mere discordant 
vibrations on the soul-ears of the 
sinner. The longer one hardens his 


heart by following the path and 
program of Satan, the less ap- 
preciative he becomes of the} 


heavenly music and message. Sin 
hardens the heart. 
Modern psychologists have made 


some interesting discoveries along 
this line with frogs. In their ex- 
periments they found that when 
one of the little animals was 
placed into a bucket of hot water 
he sensed immediately that the 
situation was too hot for comfort 


and leaped out. On the other hand, 
if the frog was put in a pail of 
cool water and a low fire under- 
neath warmed the liquid very 
gradually, the poor victim would 
remain in the bucket until he be- 
came frog stew! The psychologists 


concluded that the frog simply 
cou'd not decide when the water 
hecame too hot until it was too 


late. So it is with sin and the sin- 
ner. 

Lost people do not start out 
sneering at the Bible and boldly, 


blatantly rejecting Christ. No 
Sinclair Lewis ever began his 
career standing in a pulpit and 


defying God to strike him dead. 
It is usually a long, slow process 
of continual rejection and each 
stubborn refusal to let Jesus 
Christ come into the heart makes 
the sinner bolder and firmer in 
his rebellion against God and the 
Saviour. 

The hardness of heart in a sin- 


ner works two ways. For one 
thing, the sinner becomes cal- 
loused to sin and his personal 


transgressions no longer seem so 
bad to him. When one first be- 
gins to play with some particular 
evil there is a strong guilt com- 
plex coupled with a feeling of 
shame. However, the longer an 
individual remains in any sin, the 
less guilt consciousness he pos- 
sesses. Eventually he will even-try 
to defend and justify his wrong- 
doing. Many a sinner who today 
finds himself at the bottom of 
iniquity’s muck never dreamed at 
the beginning he would or_could 
fall so far. On the contrary, if 
someone had suggested some years 
back that such would be the case, 


offended. But 
heart and the 


ribly insulted and 
Sin hardens the 
sinner becomes deeply calloused. 
The Bible cal!s it “having their 
conscience seared with a hot iron” 
(I Tim. 4:2). 

The other way a sinner is af- 
fected by hardness of heart is that 
it becomes much simpler to reject 
the Lord as time goes on. He finds 
it is easier to remain unsaved and 
harder to respond to the gospel 
appeal with the passing of weeks, 
months and years. How often in 
my own ministry I have seen the 
effects of this hardness in many 
lives and the same is true of all 
other faithful ambassadors of 
Heaven, For this reason I urgent- 
ly plead witn every unsaved per- 
son reading these lines to repent 


and trust Christ before the de- 
ceitfulness of sin causes your 
_heart to become any harder. 

C. Gordon Bayliss tells of a 
man who walked into the vesti- 
bule of a church in Atlanta, 
Georgia, to get out of the cold. 
tefusing a kindly usher’s invita- 
tion of a seat in the main audi- 
torium, the visitor rudely informed 
the churchman that he was not 
interested in music or message, 
Saying, “I just came in to get 
warm. If I am bothering you, I 
will leave.” 

Tenderly the usher told the 


hard-faced man the story of Cal- 
varys three crosses. Explaining 
the attitudes of the two thieves 
who died with the Saviour, he lik- 
ened. himself to the penitent thief. 
He told of serving time in a state 
penitentiary and how he had been 
born 


again while there by sur- 
rendering to Christ. He described 
the way the Son of God had 


changed his life to such an extent 
that now he was a respected mem- 
ber of the church. 

Instead of the story moving the 
stranger, however, the foolish ser- 
vant of Satan hershly spat out at 
the child of God, “And, Mister, 
do you know_who I am? I am the 


other thief! I have lived without 
Christ and I will die without 
Him!” With that tragic parting 


thrust, like a Judas on an urgent 
mission of misery for his soul’s 
master, he hurried out into the 
cold night again. 

As I read that moving incident 
through moistened eyes I cauld 
not help but wonder what had 
brought that pitiful man to the 
place of such a hardened, bitter, 
defiant heart. If it were only 
possible to roll the clock of time 
backward ten, twenty, thirty or 
forty years, how interesting and 
enlightening it would be to note 
the same man’s attitude! As a 
matter of fact, if at that time one 
had told the hard-hearted man he 
would be speaking in some future 
years to a friendly church usher 
in such a manner, no doubt he 
would have vehemently denied it. 

Oh, how sin hardens the heart! 
Do not wait until your heart is so

James put it this way: “But 
every man is tempted, when he 
is drawn away of his own lust 
and enticed. Then when lust hath 
conceived, it bringeth forth sin: 
and sin, when it is finished, bring- 
eth forth death. Do not err, my 
beloved brethren” (James 1:14- 
16). 

The subtleness of sin that pro- 
duces the surprise of death is seen 
in Proverbs 9:17, 18, where Solo- 
mon says: “Stolen waters are 
sweet, and bread eaten in secret 
is pleasant. But he knoweth not 
that the dead are there; and that 
her guests are in the depths of 
hell.” He continues the same 
thought in Proverbs 11:19, stat- 
ing, so he that pursueth 
evil pursueth it to his own death.” 

The death produced by sin often 
comes very surprisingly and very 
suddenly. Agag, king of the 
Amalekites, had just cried, “Sure- 
ly the bitterness of death 
passed,” when we read the sober- 
ing words, “And Samuel hewed 
Agag in pieces before the Lord in 
Gilgal”’ (I Sam. 15:32, 33). 

Isn’t it strange how people per- 
sistently pursue things which can 
only lead to death arf destruc- 
tion? It was in explanation of-this 
perplexing paradox that Roland 
Hill, a contemporary of Spurgeon, 
told of watcning a drove of pigs 
follow a man to the slaughter- 
house. Curious to know how the 
man succeeded, he inquired, “My 
friend, how did you manage to in- 
duce these pigs to follow you 
here?” 

“Didn't you see?” responded 
the leader. “I had a basket of 
beans under my arm; I dropped a 
few as I came along and so they 
followed.” 

Roland Hill well observed that 
the Devil has a comparable pat- 
tern for leading the lost to -eter- 
nity’s sloughter-house. Dropping 
his “beans” of supposed worldly 
pleasures, he entices the gullible 
to follow him and thereby deceives 
them into destruction and damna- 
tion. | 

Perhaps it wouid be well to say 
here that sin does not have to be 
“big” to kill. Many have a strange 
notion that only murderers, adul- 
terers, bank robbers, -and other 
types of grievous sinners are lost. 
But such is very definitely not 
the case, and illustrations abound 
in both natural and_ spiritual 
realms to show how the seemingly 
insignificant destroys. 


Little things often do the most 
deadly .damage. A multi-million 
dollar supersonic jet will veer way 
off its course if a single speck 
of dust finds its way into the 
automatic flight-control  instru- 
ment. A guided missile traveling 
at twice the speed of sound will 
miss its mark through = such 
seemingly small causes as mois- 
ture from a finger print or lint 
from clothing. 


I was in Kansas City in a meet- 
ing when a sixteen-year-old boy at 
a nearby high school, laughing 
and joking with fellow students 
at the beginning of a class, sud- 
denly collapsed and fell out of his 
seat to the floor. In a few mo- 
ments he was dead. What was the 
cause? The examining physician 
discovered that a little piece of 
gum the lad had been chewing 
had become lodged in the tube 
leading to his windpipe, causing 
a spasm which shut off the air 
and suffocated him. 


Three days later I read in the 
same newspaper of another 
sixteen-year-o!d boy, this one a 
student in LaCrosse, Wisconsin.

In Butler, Pennsylvania, I 


talked with a young man. who, 
twenty-three years before, had 
been hit in the ankle with a small 
piece of brick thrown by a neigh- 
borhood bully. A physician treat- 
ed the wound but the best care 
did not prevent infection from set- 
ting in at the bone. Tetanus Serum 
secured at nearby Pittsburgh was 
administered but it did not check 
the infection. TB of the bone re- 
sulted and at the age of seventeen 
the lad was confined to his bed. 
Not even major bone-grafting op- 
erations helped. When I talked 
to him he had been bedfast for 17 
years as a result of the one little 
stone thrown in a fit of anger. 


The same is true of sin: little 
sins do deadly damage to the soul! 
James 2:10 says, “For whosoever 
shall keep the whole law and yet 
offend in one point, he is guilty of 
all.” And in Galatians.3:10 we 
have the reminder, “For as many 
as are of the works of the law 
are under the curse: for it is 
written, Cursed is everyone that 
continueth not in all things which 
are written in the book of the law 
to do them.” 


One of the most familiar and 
oft-told tales illustrating how sin 
eventually slays pertains to the 
true story of a noted wild animal 
tamer who was giving a perform- 
in England. He held the 
large audience spellbound while 
he put various jungle beasts such 
as lions, leopards and_ tigers 
through their paces, but the cli- 
mactic closing act was the high- 
light of the show. 


It seems that he had gotten a 
boa constrictor when it was only 
two or three days old and for 
twenty-five years had handled it 
in his act daily so that, although 
now the snake was a full twenty- 
five feet long, the. feat performed 
was considered perfectly safe and 
harmless. He would customarily 
have the snake start wrapping 
around his body from the floor, 


'twisting itself coil upon coil until 


the man’s body was completely 
hidden from view and only the 
hideous head of the serpent seen 
at the top. 


On this particular night, for 
some reason never discerned, the 
deadly reptile began, in true boa 
constrictor fashion, to squeeze 
tight!y the body of the trainer. 
The cheering of the audience 
drowned out the screams of the 
victim and it was only after. the 
applause had subsided that the 
people heard bone after bone 
snapping on the inside of the ser- 
pent’s coil. The man was no long- 
er master, but victim; the play- 
thing had finally become destroy- 
er. 

Sin is like that! You may thimk 
you have it fully under control 
and that you are the master, but 
suddenly there is the surprise of 
death. Even as Romans 7:11 de- 
scribes it, “Sin ... deceived me, 
and... slew me.” 
Hast thou found me, O mine enc- 

my? 
I have found thee ... m death! 


V. The Surprise of Judgment! 


But sinners are not only faeed 
with the surprise of bitterness, 
Slavery, hardness of heart and 
death; there is also the surprise of 
judgment. Revelation 20:11-15 de- 
scribes that time, usually cabled 
the Great Judgment Morning, 
with the words: “And I saw a 
great white throne, and him that 
sat on it, from whose face the 
earth and the heaven fled away; 
and there was fcund no place for 
them. And I saw the dead, small 
and great, stand before God; and 
the books were opened: and an- 
other book was opened, which is 
the book of life: and the dead 
were judged out of those things 


which were written in the books, 
{according to their works. And the

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sea gave up the dead which were 
and. death and hell deliv- 
ered up the dead which were in 
them: and they were judged ev- 
ery man according to their works.

A: “Wine is a mocker, strong drink is raging: and whosoever 
is deceived thereby is not wise’—Prov. 20:1. 

Q: What does the Bible say about the results of strong drink? 

A: “Who hath woe? who hath sorrow? who hath contentions? 
who hath babbling? who hath wounds without cause? who hath 
redness of eyes? They that tarry long at the wine’—Prov. 23:29-30. 

Q: What is the safe way to deal with alcoholic drinks? 

A: “Look not thou upon the wine when it is red, when it giveth 
his color in the cup, when it moveth itself aright’—Prov. 23:31. 

Q: What happens to a person who gets the liquor habit? 

A: “At the last it biteth like a serpent, and stingeth like an adder” 
—Prev. 23:32.

out punishment for their sins will 
be “surprised” when they face 
God. It will be somewhat like the 
two men who were arrested in De- 
troit by Patrolman Clattie Berry- 
man. The officer had confiscated 
a pair of dice and charged the 
men with gambling. When they 
appeared in court before Judge 
Joseph A. Gillis, both accused the 
other of owning the evidence. 
Judge Gillis suddenly interrupted 
their argument by thundering at 
the arresting officer: “Patrolman 
Berryman, did you take these dice 
without a search warrant?” 


When the policeman sheepishly 
admitted that he had, the judge 
shouted, “You had no right to do 
that! Give them back immediate- 
ly!” One grinning suspect un- 
thinkingly held out his hand. to 
take the dice, but to his very defi- 
nite chagrin, Judge Gillis prompt- 
ly sentenced him to ninety days in 
jail and let his companion go free. 
How surprised the guilty culprit 
was! 

There must be judgment for sin. 
Eliphaz’s testimony, reported in 
Job 4:8, 9, is still true today: 
“Even as I have seen, they that 
plough iniquity, and sow wicked- 
ness, reap the same, By the blast 
of God they perish and by the 
breath of his nostrils are they 
consumed.” 

Every sinner is going to meet 
his sins again—in judgment. This 
is simply another phase of the 
scriptural truth, “Be sure your 


sin will find you out” (Num. 
32:23). 

Dr. W. W. Melton, a_ noted 
southern preacher, tells how he 
discovered this Bible truth as a 
lad. One morning the farmer for 


whom he had been planting cot- 
ton gave him a single sack of seed 
and assured him that it was the 


last. Anxious to join the rest of 
his gang at the swimming hole, 
Melton waited until he had 
reached the far corner of the 
field and there dug a hole, poured 
there the remaining cotton seed, 
covered it, then rushed off to en- 
gage in more pleasurable pursuits. 


Shortly after the crime had 
been committed a rain soaked the 
field and the farmer suggested to 
his young assistant that they take 
a walk out and see how the cot- 


ton was coming. Just as if his 
employer had known all the de- 
tai's of the dishonest deed, he 
walked to the very spot where 
the surplus had been buried. At 
that time the farmer did not 
notice the many stalks shooting 


up, but Melton said it seemed to 
him there were at least a million 
little cotton plant elbowing their 
way out of the same small area 
of ground. He learned that day 
the important truth that sins can- 
not be covered—only planted—and 
that one day the crop from the 
sown seeds will ripen in judgment. 

In Massachusetts, three men 
posed for a passing street pho- 
tographer on the _ sidewalks of 
South Boston. Instead of paying 
for the picture, however, they 
smashed the camera and beat up 
the itinerant business man. Then 
the brutal thugs went merrily 
on their way, little suspecting that 
the plate in the victim’s camera 
had not been harmed. After de- 
veloping the picture, the battered 
photographer gave a copy to the 
police and through it the hood- 
lums were recognized, arrested, 
and charged with assault and bat- 
tery. The surprise of judgment 
found them out and it will do the 
same to all. 

As gospel song writer J. G. 
Foote in “When I See the Blood” 
has reminded us: 


Judgment is coming, all will be there, 


Each one receiving justly his due; 
Hide in the saving sin-cleansing blood, 
And God will pass, will pass over you, 


Hast thou found me, O mine ene- 
my?

The One Remedy for Sin

Largest Church in ABC —- 
Repudiates National Council 


Withholds Convention Support 


First Baptist Church, Wichita, Kansas, Voted 1,170 to 235 
to Repudiate NCC and Withhold Support From 
American Baptist Convention (Northern Baptists) 


The largest church in the Ameri- 
can Baptist Convention voted over- 
whelmingly on March 9 to repudi- 
ate the National Council of 
Churches and withhold financial 
support from the ABC because of 
its affiliation with the NCC. The 
vote was 1,170 to 235 in a business 
meeting attended by over 2,000 
people including 1,405 who were 
voting members out of a member- 
ship of 4,500, The business meet-

First Baptist Church is located 
at 325 N. Broadway, Wichita, 
Kansas.

The resolu- 
tion was presented originally by 
a special committee of ten laymen, 
which was then affirmed by the 
deacons a month. ago by a vote 
of 32 to 7. NCC supporters tried 
to defeat the resolution of censure 
by a substitute motion to be pre- 
sented by Deacon Jack Loman. 
Leroy Elmore, Wichita attorney, 
who drafted the substitute resolu- 
tion, was ruled out of order when 
he attacked the meeting as being 


without legal jurisdiction. Attor- 
ney Les Arvin, Sunday School 
teacher running for the U. S. Con- 
gress on a strong anti-communist 
platform, moved to terminate the 
one hour debate which was sup- 
ported by a mass standing vote. A 


secret ballot followed. Preston 
Huston led the debate for the 
deacons. 


Dr. F. B. Thorn resigned a few 
weeks ago in the scuffle, after a 
pastorate of 14 years. Dr. Wm. 
Keucker, ABC executive-secretary 
in Kansas, sent a letter to the con- 
gregation pleading with them not 
to take the action.: Dr. Edwin 
Tuller, ABC executive-secretary 
from New York, speaking before 
the church on March 2, stated 
that the ABC would respond to the 
resolution at the annual conven- 
tion in Rochester, N. Y. in June 
by a vote of the delegates. 


Other churches are expected to 
support the action of this large 
church. Southern Baptists are very 
strong in Kansas and hope to reap 
from this defection from the ABC. 
The ABC is in for a big fight in 
June with the issue being the 


NCC’s socialism, ecumenicalism, 
and pink program.

V Miracles an Evidence 


Traveling once in a train from Moscow 
to Warsaw, | fell into conversation with 
two Americans, one an editor of the Boston 
TRANSCRIPT, the other a young physician 
from the state of Washington. The physician 
happened to refer to an act passed by the 
legislature of Washington. To me ond my 
companion it seemed an altogether unlikely, 
and even inconceivable, thing that any leg- 
islature should pass such a act; and we in- 
sisted that he must be mistaken. When we 
returned to America, however, we found 
that the physician was correct—the legis- 
lature HAD passed-such an act. The fact 
that | thought the act inconceivable,-that it 
could not have been enacted by any legis- 
lature, had nothing to do with the real 
record of the case. It was a matter of evi- 
dence, not of preconceived opinion as to 
whether the thing was possible or not. 

So it is in regard to what we call mira- 
cles, Whether you believe, with David Hume, 
that no miracle has happened, or can hap- 
pen or whether you would like to say with 


‘Tertullian that there are not difficulties 


enough for your faith to vanquish and con- 
quer, neither affects the fact of miracles. 
It is a question of record and evidence.—
